SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording Untitled, also known as Loop 4, is classified as objectionable. The 
recording contains four separate segments of sexually explicit activity. The first of 
these, Bossman, is regarded as objectionable due to its representation of women 
simply as objects for the sexual gratification of men. The publication represents 
women as being inherently inferior to men and also presents them in a degrading light. 
The second segment, Forbidden Fruit, depicts adults dressed and behaving in the 
manner of teenagers. The female and male actors have sexual intercourse together, 
and the mother of the teenaged girl also participates in sexual intercourse. In 
portraying such images, the publication supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies the video recording Untitled, also known 
as Loop 4, as objectionable. 
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
